Would Result in Gigan- 
tic Political Machine—Senator 
Bailey, of Texas, Also 
Against Nebraskan’s

Washington, August 3i.—(Special.)— 
Representative Livingston, who arrives 
in Washington from New York today, 
was outSpokenly critical of the govern- 


tion advanced by William J. Bryan yes- 
terday in New York. Senator Bailey, of 
Texas, also deprecated it. Another well]- 
known democrats criticized this part of 
the speech, but did not care to have his 
name disclosed. 

This is what Mir. Livingston said: 

“Mr. Bryan’s proposal of government 
ownership of railroads was the only 
discordant note in an otherwise magnifi- 
cent speech. I disagree utterly with him 
in this scheme. The idea is impracticable 
and if put into effect would prove a 
disappointment to the people of the coun- 
try. For the government to own the 
trunk lines and the states the inter- 
State lines would result in éndless con- 
troversy between the federal and state 
authorities.’’ : 

“What effect will Bryan's advocacy 
of government ownership of railroads 
have upon his candidacy in (908?" Mr. 
Livingston was asked, 

“So far as the people of Georgia and 
of most southern states are concerned I 
believe they will ask Mr. Bryan to be 
more explicit than he was in his speech 
last night. You remember he said that 
he did not know that the country was 
yet ready for this change, and in my 
opinion the democrats of the south will 
require him to state when he proposes the 
government shall acquire possession, 
They will request ar anewer to this ques- 
tion before they agree to vote for him 
in 1908. 

Merely a Proposition. 

“Of -course Mr. Bryan may mean that 
government ownership should come only 
after it has been demonstrated beyond 
all doubt that the present scheme of rail- 
road ownership cannot be tolerated, or he 
has suggested, the proposition in a purely 
tentative sense for the purpose of creat- 
ing discussion as an economic proposi- 
tion. It is bad, and if Mr. Bryan insists 
upon it I would not venture to predict his 
nomination two years hence.’’

He remarked that a great deal was be- 
ing said on the subject of immigration, 
‘ine people were being told that we neeu- 
ed more people in Georgia; that we should 
go abroad and induce toreigners—ltatians 
and other peoples—to come into Georgia, 
The railroads, he sald, favoreu. the 
scheme, Why, of course.

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AND AVOID SPECULATION 


Editor Edmonds, of The Manufacturers’ Record, 
_ Sees Good Prices Ahead If This 
Advice Is Heeded. ; 


Mount ‘Airy, Ga., August 31.—(Special.) 
Richard H. Edmonds, editor of The Man- 
ufacturers’ Record, who has been spend- 
ing some days here, in discusaing the cot- 
ton situation, said today: 

“Of all the silly things which we often 
hear these days, there is none more ab- 
surd than the claim of many English and 
American cotton spinners that the south 
should see how cheap it can sell its cot- 
ton. The Lancashire committee which 
visited the south a few months ago was 
persistent in its criticisms of the south 
for trying to secure a fair price for cot- 
ton, One of them actually said it is a 
duty the south owes to humanity to 
sell cotton at such a price as to enable 
the poor of India to be more fully cloth- 
ed in English-made goods out of south- 
ern cotton! In reply, he was asked: 
"Why don't you Lancashire manufactur- 
ers sell your goods 4t cost in order to 
help on the clothing of India? You get,’ 
he was told, ‘every dollar of profit you 
can from your customers, but you want 
the south to take the clothes off the 
backs of its cotton@growers in order te 
put them on your East Indian people. 
Start your charity at home and don't 
expect the south to become so philan- 
thropic as to clothe India at its own 
cost. You sell your goods for every doi- 
lar of profit you can secure and you 
would be very poor business men if you 
did not. Now, the south is going to 
do exactly the same. It is going to ex- 
act from you every dollar it can secure 
for its cotton, and down in your heart 
you’ would think us fools if we didn't.’ 

“And then one more proposition was 
stated to our English critic and it was 
this: 

“ ‘Suppose England contained practical- 
ly all the iron ore and-coal of the world. 
Is it conceivable that your people would 
sell your fron and coal and steel to the 
world a@ the bare cost of production and 
sometimes for even less? On the 
trary, would you not exact from 
whole world every dollar you could and 
make all ‘the nations of the earth pay 
tribute to you? Would you be philan- 
thropic enough 
keep our miners and iron workers at 
Starvation wages and sell our coal and 
iron at cost, the rest of the world can- 
not develop as rapidly as it ought, and 
the Germans, the French, the Russians 
and the Americans must do without many 
modern improvements? 
would you not say that since nature has 
given us a world monopoly of coa] and 
iron we propose to draw tribute from all 
the people of earth and make our coun- 
try the richest on earth? Well, the south 
holds a world monopoly on cotton, which 
is just as essential to civilization ifself 
as coal and iron. We have no fear of 
any competitior. For seventy-five years 
ycur, government has bent its energies 
to the development of cottcn growing 
elsewhere in order to lessen your depend- 
ence upon the south, but our monopoly 
Ou the world’s trade has steadily grown 
tighter and you fully realize this your- 
Selves. Now we have learned how to

market our cotton; we #re financially able 
to hold it back and sell gradually dur- 
ing the year as cash is needed. The Ouy- 
ers can no longer stampede us, and n0W 
we are building al: over the south ware- 
houses in which to store cotton to the 
real advantage of everybody, as this wil! 
tend to steady the price.’ 

“This gubstance of a talk with some Of 
the English committee,” said Mr. Ed- 
monds, “covers my views of the cotton 
situation. Moreover, 9 and 1l0-cent COt- 
ton is hardly any higher relatively con- 
sidering the higher cost of living and 
higher wages to farm hands than 7.,!-8 
to 8 cents was five years ago. Wven 4 
big crop, if it be possible with the Un- 
precedented rains, should thia year com- 
mand certainly 10 cents or over a pound. 
And every banker and every merchant 
in the south should be in league to try 
to see that this is secured. We can 
pardon the.cotton bears of Europe, who 
are striving to beat down the price of 
cotton to save the extra millions which 
they now pay the south as compared with 
a few years ago, but surely no southern 
mill man nor any other man interested 
in the best development of this. section 
can wish for low prices. 


“A good, fair Price for cotton means 
better homes, better food, better clothes, 
better’ schools, even better churches for 
| millions of southern people. Low prices 
mean poverty, debt, despair, ignarance, 
and a general halting of that magnifi- 
cent and géorious industrial and general 
advancement upon which the south has 
entered. There is no need for lower 
prices. If the south could meet the

The Cuban cabinet officer does not 
hesitate to credit the remarkable 
prosperity of the island directly to 
the reciprocity treaty with the United 
States. In 1901, he says, Cuba was 
still a land of devastated fields and 
shattered fortunes, while the lack of 
an American market caused general 
poverty and increasing anarchy. The 
treaty opened to Cuban tobacco and 
sugar the greatest market in the 
world. Cuban exports to the: Upited 
States were $34,694,000 in 1902; $76,- 
983,000 in 1904, and $86.304,000 in 
1905, The current year will show but 
slightly decreased figures. 

The Cuban government has been 
busy in promoting a lilferal \policy of 
internal improvements. American 
ideas are everywhere being adopted 
in railways, harbors, piers, ware- 
houseg, and new methods of planta- 
tion management. Yankee skyscrap- 
ers are going up in the capital. Gen- 
eral Rivera admits that Cuban mer- 
chants still lean toward Europe as a 
source of supply for their wares. Yet 
the totals of our exports to the island 
are growing rapidly. During the 
eleven months of the last fiscal year, 
‘ending with May,- 1906, the United 
|} States exported to Cuba commodities 
worth $44,151,000, as compared with 
$34,759,000 during the corresponding 
period in the preceding fiscal year, 
and $24,348,000 in 1903-4.

It is author- 
itatively asserted that Japanese offi- 
cers are engaged in molding an im- 
mense modern army out of the hetero- 
geneous mass of alleged Chinese sol- 
diery. Previous accounts have led 
the ‘world tp expect little of bravery 
or fighting ability from the Celestial, 
but it is possible that training more 
than temperament has been respon- 
sible for his lack of efficiency in the 
field. In any event, the .conquerors 
of Russia are said to be exerting 
their-utmost cunning in revolution- 
izing the military forces of the em- 
pire, and the announcement itself is 
worthy of thoughtful -attention. 

The Japanese are also alleged to be 
extremely. active in a- commercial 
sense. Their agents are reported to 
be studying the local needs of Chi- 
nese markets, and, their shippers to 
be so deftly catering thereto as to 
give the western exporting nations a 
fine example of how trade expansion 
should really ‘be condtcted. 

The authority for these statements 
ts found in the general trend of con- 
sular reports and interviews from

the Orient. If they represent a per-

Editor Constitution: Since the leaders,

Chief Jennings has issued an order re- 
quiring patrolmen not to go in pairs dur- 
ing the daylight hours, but after dark 
am? until daylight in the morning they 
will continue to go two together as here- 
tofore. 

The chief says that the talk about. po- 
HNcemen going in pairs is done by people 
who do not know an y thing about police 
matters. 

It is a well Known fact that five po- 
licemen have been foully murdered in 
Atlanta within ten years because they 
were alone at night. 

Officer Ponder was shot and killed be- 

‘Cause he entered a whisky house alone 
after dark on Wall street...The place had 
been broken open and was being Ourgtar- 
ized. If Ponder had had a partner he 
would not have been assassinated. 

Officer Albert was shot to death on the 
Broad street bridge becquse he attacked 
four*negroes by himself. 

Officer Carl Mills was assassinated on 
Whitehal! stre while he was patrolling 
a deat alone at night. 

Officer Drasbach was stabbed to deata 
because he entered a Decatur street sa- 
loom to make an arrest alone after dark. 

Officer DeBray was shot to death at 
West End while trying to arrest a negro 
alone at night. 


One Officer Is Helpless. 


To any one familiar with police work, 
says the chief, it is known that one 
man can do nothing alone at night. Sup- 
pose he goes to a house to make an ar- 
rest, what will hinder the person wee 
from slipping out one door when the offi- 
cer is entering another? If a thief is 
chased, one officer alone can only: try 
to outrun the fugitive. If there were 
two Officars one coukd head off the crim- 
iral. 

Among police it ils a maxim that ne- 
«groes almost have a contempt for one 
policeman by himself at night, while two 
can quell a riot among many hundred 
negroes. 

Those who are advocating policemen 
going singly at night say the members 
of the force had also better ask that 
the department go back to the old 
twelvé-hour rule and place Atlanta back | 
where it was when it was a —s 
town. 

Chief Jeanings’ recommendation for 
more policemen will go before council 
next Tuesday afternoon. The police board 
has unanimously indorsed the  recom- 
mendation, and it is believed council wili 
take definite and favorable action. 

The chief says there is no doubt that 
the city needs more police - protection, 
but the men will not be placed on sub- 
urban bedts alone at -night.
